In Amarillo 


Coming iii contact with a wire car* 
rying 13,200 volts in the San Jacinto 
sub-station of the Southwestern Public 
Service Company late yesterday, J. C. 
Dodds. Jr., IO year-«»ld son of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. G. Ihnlds, 702 Georgia street, 
suffered serious shock and burns. 
’i’li** child was iii the Northwest 
Texas hospital today, believed to be 
recovering. 
The boy is said to have been play­ 
ing with Jt ball near the [lower plant, 
which is on Eighth street, just west 
of Georgia street in San Jacinto. The 
power unit with its transformers and 
wires is surrounded by an eight-foot 
concrete and brick wall, with an iron 
gate In front. 
A small concrete power 
boils*1 forms a part of the front of the 
enclosure. 
The ball is believed to have gone 
over the wall, the lioy climbing over 
after it. 
The wall can be scaled at 
th** rear, where a wooden fence ad* 
joins it. or the iron gate at the front 
can la* climbed. 
Screams of the child's brother at* 
traded his aunt, Mrs. Richard Dodds, 
who was the first to reach him. Both 
the gate and the power house were 
looked, and it was sjiid there was no 
employ** 
at

sub-station.

Dodds climbed the iron gate to reach 
the I toy. who had been knocked to the 
ground by the terrific shock. 
He was 
taken at once to the hospital. 
How the child happened to come in 
contact with the high-voltage equip­ 
ment, which is in the center of the en­ 
closure some distance from the wall, 
could not Im* learned.
